Local Hero Gives Student Early Christmas Gift 


Christmas came early for Barth Ele- 
mentary kindergartner Madolyn Fred- 
erick, who was on the receiving end ofa 
successful Heimlich maneuver performed 
by lunchroom aide Lisa Hollis. 

"| was really afraid of what was 
happening to my daughter Madolyn 
when | saw her coming down the school 
hallway," said Suzie Frederick, who is 
also a Barth lunchroom aide. "She was 
waving her arms and her face was all 
red. | tried the Heimlich maneuver three 
times, but was unsuccessful. 

"Then, | saw Lisa coming, and | 
asked her to help," she continued. "It 
took Lisa three more attempts at the 
Heimlich maneuver before the hard 
candy that was choking my daughter 
came out. 

"Lisa was really great, and | cer- 
tainly appreciate everything she did for 
Madolyn. She saved her life, and this is 
the best Christmas present.we.could 

«ever have," Frederick concluded. 

Hollis, who is also a bus driver for 
the District, is certified in CPR. Herinitial 
certification was earned through a high- 
school co-op program at Special Tree 
rehabilitation and treatment center in 
Romulus. She then continued to hone 
her skills during three years of post- 
secondary nurse training. 

"| was glad to help out because 
Madolyn was in alot of trouble that day," 
said Hollis. 

RCS spokesperson Dick Kruse be- 
lieves the District is fortunate to have

"This is the fifth time that Lisa has 
used the Heimlich maneuver during her 
years as a lunchroom aide at Barth," 


Kruse explained. 

"The entire Romulus educational 
community congratulates Lisa Hollis on 
her heroic efforts on behalf of Madolyn 
Frederick," he added. 


Hopgood Hails Passage of "Promise Grant" 


State Representative Hoon-Yung 
Hopgood (D-Taylor) claimed a major 
victory for Michigan House Democrats 
with the recent passage of the Michigan 
Promise Grant, which would reward 
post-secondary students with $4,000 
(up from the current $2,500) after they 
complete two years of community col- 
lege, university, or vocational training. 
Students would be required to maintain 
aminimum grade point average of 2.5 to 
be eligible for the award. 

"The most important thing we can 
do for ourchildrenis give them achance 
to earn acollege degree, and this prom- 
ise grant does that," said Hopgood. "This 
promise grant is a victory for the chil- 
dren. They are the ones who will take 
advantage of this opportunity, and help 
build a greater and better Michigan." 


According to Hopgood, Democrats 
fought hard for years to pass a strength- 
ened merit scholarship, which they be- 
lieve is crucial to the viability of our 
workforce. 

"The Brookings Institution warns 
that America will not be able to hold onto 
the highest-paying jobs in the world if 
the number of college graduates with 
degrees in physical sciences, math, and 
engineering continue on a downward 
trend," he explained. 

The graduation class of 2007 would 
be the first group eligible for the Michi- 
gan Promise Grant. Accepting it would 
notpreventstudents from receiving other 
federal or state awards. 

“Businesses are looking for places 
that have a well-qualified, highly skilled 


workforce," said: Hopgood. "Giving our 


students the opportunity to obtain the 
necessary skills needed for 21st-cen- 
tury jobs will make Michigan competi- 
tive in the global market."
